ORDERING & DELIVERY 


The following pages describe many varieties of rare and interesting roses. We hope you enjoy reading about them as much 
as we enjoy growing them. Should you wish to order, it is helpful if you use the order form in this catalogue, but if for 
some reason this is not possible we will gladly take your order by telephone. Orders received by fax will not be given 
priority over those received by post or phone. It is not always possible, as often asked, to return a fax immediately — 
but we are always as prompt as possible. 

NOTE: We never send out roses when it is too frosty to lift them, but sometimes we are caught out and the weather 
changes after the order has been sent. Prepare for such an eventuality by covering a small area of ground in readiness to 
heel-in your order when it arrives. 


RECEIVING ROSES, PLANTING, PRUNING AND 
CULTIVATION HINTS 
Receiving your Roses 


Roses should not be planted when their roots are dry and should not be planted during frost. If it is frosty 
when you receive them, they should not take any harm left unopened in their package for up to one week. If it 
remains frosty for longer than this, open the package and, after moistening the roots, place them, still in their 
bundle, in a container of damp peat or even sand. A cardboard box, a bucket, or large polythene bag will 
usually hold enough peat for this purpose. If it is not convenient to plant them, the roses should be heeled in, 
out of doors the moment the weather permits. 

Preparation of ground 

Ground should be prepared if possible well in advance, dug deeply and dressed with well rotted farm yard 
manure, compost or some other organic material and bone meal. Never use fresh dung and never allow any 
sort of manure to come in contact with the roots when planting. If you are replacing roses with new roses you 
must change the soil, sterilize it or give it at least two complete season’s rest from roses before replanting. 
With regard to sterilization we have had good results with “Armillatox” used as per the manufacturers 
instructions. 
Planting 
Dig a hole large enough to accommodate all the roots without cramping. Place FIG. 1 PLANTING 
the bush in the hole with the union, i.e. the place where the shoots join the 
rootstock about 1 inch below soil level (see fig. 1). Replace the soil in two or 
three stages, treading firmly with the heel each time. Top dress with bone 
meal or rose fertiliser. 

Pruning 

There are no hard and fast rules as regards the pruning of shrub and old- 
fashioned roses. In the first year it is a good policy to prune them, including 
climbers and ramblers, to about 6 inches from the ground after planting. This 
will have advantages in later years by the encouragement of basal growth at 
an early stage and help avoid them developing into “leggy” plants. Pruning in 
subsequent years should be dependent upon the way you wish the plant to 
develop. Exercise caution when in doubt. Bear in mind that roses with a long CUT HERE TO:OUTWADDTOCINS Ee 
flowering season become leggy and unkempt-looking rather more quickly than 
those with a short flowering season and, consequently require more judicious 
treatment. Modern roses should be hard-pruned to 3 or 4 eyes in the first 
season after planting. In subsequent seasons the strongest shoots should be 
cut down to a half to two-thirds of their growth and weak, spindly wood should 
be removed completely. Pruning is best done in late February.

A NOTE ABOUT SIZE & QUALITY OF PLANT 


All our stock is of the best possible quality for the particular variety, but it should be noted that although most shrubs, 
old-fashioned and climbing roses etc. make quite good sized saleable plants, some, especially the rarer varieties tend to be 
much smaller and it is often for this reason that many old roses are not widely grown by other nurseries. 

Thus if you order these you must accept that they may be smaller as maiden plants — in some cases considerably smaller 
than their modern or more vigorous counterparts. In other words their price relates to rarity and degree of difficulty to 
produce rather than the size of plant. We therefore reserve the right to send the best plant we have of any given variety. 
If, in our judgement, we consider it to be smaller in size than you might reasonably expect, we will attach a label 
indicating this fact and undertake to replace it the following year if it fails to attain a good size. (Subject to stock).

types and habitat. Many combine beauty of form, perfume and stature 
whilst, at the same time, exuding a compelling aura of mystery and 
romance from the past. Space does not permit more than a few words to 
describe each rose, for your guidance, a series of letters and symbols are 
used at the end of each description to indicate such things as flowering 
season, special usage and dimensions. If you still find it difficult to 
choose, visit our nursery when they are in flower or give us a call, we will 
do our best to help. 


For the purpose of this list the heights and spreads quoted (height before spread) are a guide to the eventual 
stature only and assumes that plants are growing in normal garden soil and left unpruned. Reduce these 
measurements by approximately 20% in poorer soils. 


Note 


Some of these roses are only produced in small quantities and it would be wise to order them well in advance of the 
autumn. Varieties marked * are those which we consider may be in short supply. 


ALBAS 


A very old race of roses. The Albas, flower in early summer, are almost invariably scented and 
extremely resistant to disease. Foliage is grey-green and produced abundantly on an upright, 
vigourous plant which never outgrows its welcome in any garden.

Alba Maxima “Jacobite Rose”, “White Rose of 
York”. Similar to Great Maiden’s Blush, but 
white with creamy tinted centre.

CLIMBERS RAMBLERS 


AND SCRAMBLERS 

There is often confusion between Climbing and Rambling roses and 
although they both, generally speaking, can be used for much the same 
purposes both types, it must be remembered, will take two or three 
years to become fully established; if planted in a dry position, as many 
wall plants are, they will need plenty of watering in the first few years. 
It should also be noted that some tree climbers could take up to 3 years 
to flower. As with the shrubs and old fashioned roses, climbers, ramblers 
and scramblers are divided up into various classes. However because 
some of these classes are very small and their relationships one to the 
other are not clearly defined, we list them all together in alphabetical 
order, with the class in brackets immediately following the name. 


—- CLIMBERS 


Most climbers have larger flowers than the ramblers and, since these are produced on the current 
year’s wood, many are either continuous or repeat flowering. They should be pruned in early spring 
and are probably better suited for growing on pillars and walls than for trellises; although this is, 
by no means, a hard and fast rule. The groups amongst the climbers in this section are: 


CLIMBING BOURBONS 

The few climbing varieties found in this group make excellent wall plants and like their shrubby relatives are usually very free 
flowering and fragrant. 

CLIMBING HYBRID TEAS 

Generally these are sports of the bush Hybrid Teas. They make good climbers with large leaves and flowers, usually generously 
perfumed. They have a tendancy to grow upright and will need training to give the best effect. None are continuous flowering 
but most repeat in autumn. 

CLIMBING FLORIBUNDAS 

These are sports from the bush forms of the same variety. They carry their flowers in large clusters, giving a good display in 
early summer and, sometimes, a repeat in the autumn. Pruning is the same as with the H.T.’s. 

THE MODERN CLIMBERS 

The varieties in this section are those that have diverse parentage, making them difficult to place elsewhere. Most are free 
flowering but, because of their differing background, each have their own characteristics. They are all varieties introduced this 
century and most are continuous or repeat flowering. 

NOISETTES 

These are some of the most beautiful of climbers. They are usually highly scented and very free flowering. They need placing 
with care for not all are fully hardy. 

CLIMBING TEAS 

Like the Noisettes these sometimes require a little extra loving care to thrive, but they are of equal beauty and well worth the 
effort. 


RAMBLERS AND SCRAMBLERS 


With a few exceptions, these roses are summer flowering only but make spectacular displays. 
Pruning should be carried out immediately after flowering, removing only wood that has already 
flowered. It is not uncommon for the most vigorous varieties of this group to take two or three years 
to start flowering. The groups amongst the ramblers in this section are:- 


THE ARVENSIS HYBRIDS (THE AYRSHIRES) 

Rosa arvensis, “The Field Rose” can be found growing wild in the hedgerows of England. Its hybrids have inherited the same 
vigour and toughness of their parent. Their flowers are followed by small, red hips in autumn. 

THE BOURSAULTS 

Not a large family but an interesting one. Thornless, arching growth is of unusual colouring from pale green to plum. The 
flowers, attractively ragged in appearance are all in pink to red shades and are slightly scented. The foliage is attractive and 
usually provides good autumn colour. 

MOSCHATA HYBRIDS 

Rosa moschata dates back to the reign of Henry VIII and, since then has played a large part as a parent to others, directly and 
indirectly. Most of the direct descendants have small, delicately perfumed flowers borne in clusters and are produced from mid- 
summer well into the autumn. 

MULTIFLORA RAMBLERS 

Vigorous scramblers, these roses make good subjects for tree climbing and covering buildings. They usually have but few thorns 
and their foliage is frequently large and varies from bright green to grey in colour. Although like most vigorous roses, they only 
flower once, it is usually in great profusion; followed in some cases by small orange fruit. 

SEMPERVIRENS HYBRIDS (THE EVERGREENS) 

This is a very useful group of rambling roses for in all but the severest winters they will retain their leaves. They are healthy, 
vigorous and bear clusters of semi-double flowers. Most were introduced in Victorian times. 

WICHURAIANA RAMBLERS 

Many ramblers owe their vigour and pliability of growth to Rosa wichuraiana. Most hybrids of this species flower on wood 
produced the previous year, thus, left to ramble, they make ideal covering plants, be it on ground, building or trellis. They 
usually have scent and the foliage is shiny and rich green.

HYBRID TEAS 


(Large Flowered Roses) 


These roses are perhaps the most popular of all. They have a long flowering period from early 
summer till the first frosts of autumn. The best planting distance is 24" or thereabouts. They benefit 
from annual pruning and regular feeding with a good rose fertilizer in early spring. 

Following each description we have given the raiser’s name and date of introduction. It is 
impossible to give precise measurements of height since many factors, such as soil, aspect and 
degree of pruning can influence this. As a guide Short means below 18". Medium = between 18" and 


2'6". Tall = over 2'6".

Guarantee 

All plants are guaranteed. To ensure that failures are 
replaced you should notify our office, in writing, no later than 
the 31st of July in the summer following delivery. Free of 
charge replacements will normally be sent out during 
November & December. 

Lifting and Despatch 

The ‘Classic Roses’ we supply do not lend themselves readily 
to mechanisation, therefore much of our lifting is manual and 
the roses are treated with the utmost care. Our lifting season 
extends from the end of October until the end of March. 
Orders are despatched in strict rotation, according to the date 
on which the order was placed. Soon after ordering, customers 
will receive an invoice/receipt with an order number which 
should be quoted on all communications concerning the order. 
We regret we are unable to notify customers, in advance, of 
despatch dates for their orders. Orders placed before the end 
of September will usually be despatched before Christmas, 
unless very severe weather conditions make lifting 
impossible.

Substitutes and Held Over Roses 

As we offer over 1100 varieties of roses, and they take 2 years 
to produce it is not always possible to predict precisely how 
many of any particular variety will be sold during a season.

This enables the nursery 
staff to lift and package orders and prepare the necessary 
paperwork. full payment should be made, for collect orders, at 
the time the order is placed, but in exceptional circumstances, 
payment may be made at the time of collection. Roses will not 
be released until payment has been received. 

Cancellations 

Any orders cancelled more than 14 days from order date will 
be subject to a 10% cancellation charge. 

Export Outside E.U. 

A charge of 10% of the order value will be added when root 
washing procedures are necessary. A surcharge of £12.00 per 
order for orders up to £100.000 and £19.50 per order for 
orders of £100.00 and over, will be applied, to cover statutory 
export administration charges. Carriage and packaging 
charges will be calculated according to the size and 
destination of the order, on an individual basis. Orders will 
be sent by standard Air Mail, customers wishing for 
Datapost service (faster) should inform us at the time 
of ordering, bearing in mind the extra cost. Payment 
will only be accepted by way of Eurocheque, Sterling Bank 
Transfer, Visa, Access or Eurocard.

We will honour our guarantee terms on any plants that fail to 
grow but all other costs viz, root washing, carriage, packing 
and statutory export charges will be applied to any 
replacements sent.
